NEGROES DOWN IN MEXICO 


Employers Are Watching the Experi- 
ment of Using Black Men in 
Southern Republic. 


CITY OF MEXICO, April 1l.—Large em- 
ployers of labor in Mexico are watching 
with a great deal of interest the results 
of the importation of 100 negroes which 
were brought to this country from the 
United States a few weeks ago to work on 
the plantations along the line of the Vera 


Cruz and Pacific railroad. 

The negroes were persuaded to come to 
this country by a representative of their 
own race named McKolvin, came 
down here some time ago and was em- 
ployed on one of the large plantations in 
the South. McKelvin returned to his home 
in Alabama, had large circulars printed 
telling the negroes all about. Mexico and 
the great opportunities {t offered to poor 
negroes who wanted work in a country 
where they could joy unlimited oppor- 
tunities. The indutement was strongly 
held out to the negroes that there would 
be no ‘‘white trash’’ to lord it over them, 
and that they would be perfectly free and 
independent. They were promised $1.50 per 
Gay, and were assured that the sum in 
silver would go as far here as a like 
amount in the States. With these assur- 
ances, about 100 of them agreed to come 
down with Mc Kelvin.

GHOKED AND BEAT 
KENTUCKY INSANE 


Attendants Use Slung Shots 
and Belts in Punishing 
Patients, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 1.—As the re- 
sult of an investigation into charges of 
cruelty on the part of the attendants of 
the Lakeland Insane Asylum, ., situated 
about 11 miles from this city, some dis- 
closures of a startling nature have been 
made. A number of patients have testified 
before the investigating committee that 
they have been the victims of acts of cru- 
elty, and some of the witnesses stated that 
they feared to tell all they knew, because 
they would suffer at the hands of the at- 
tendants at the close of the examination. 

According to the testimony of several 
witnesses, one of the favorite forms of 
punishment for slight infractions of rules | 
on the part of the patients was a beating 
with a slungshot formed of a sock, in 
which a potato or some other hard vegeta- 
ble had been placed. 

Some of the patients declared that they 
had frequently been ohok@4. One had been 
taken into a back room and tied to a chair, 
an attendant following with a leather belt. 
The witness who told this story did not 
know what had occurred in the back room, 
however. Bruises on the breast and legs 
of one of the patients were shown as proof 
that he had been kicked by the attend- 
ants, and it was developed that shower 
baths were also used as a means of pun- 
ishment, the patients being held while cold 
water was allowed to drip on them. Two 
attendants, after being closely questioned, 
admitted that they had kicked and choked 

atients, but stated that they had been 
orced to do so in sglf-defense, 
had been attacked. 

The investigating committee will contin- 
ue its labors next week and it ts expected 
that a report. will soon be prepared for the 
board of commissioners of the asylum, un 
der whose supervision the investigation is 
being held. 


SUPERSTITION = CAUSES RIOT 


Bloodshed Results From an Attempt to 
Carry Corpse Through Hun- 
garian Town. 

Special Cable to the Post-Dispatol, 
VIENNA, April 11—An extraordinary 
case of superstition has occurred in Hun- 
gary. A peasant living at Nosztany died 
while attending the market in a neigh- 
boring town. His relatives started home- 
ward with the body, but were forcibly 
prevented from traversing the village of 
Ibaris, the inhabitants asserting, that the 
passage of a strange corpse through the 

place would lead to misfortune. 

Reinforced by gendarmes, the relatives 
made a second attempt to pass through 
the village, but were confronted by the 
entire population, armed with pitchforks 
and similar weapons. The gendarmes were 
driven back by the villagers, and there- 
upon fired a volley at the crowd of men, 
women and children, killing two persons 
and wounding many others.

On arrival at the St. Lazare 
Railway Station in Paris he was welcomed 
with enthusiasm by the Italian colony and 
persons eminent in the mrusical world, 

At last night's 
he had helped Count Boni de Castellane 
and Count Robert de Montesquiou to pass 
the ecean voyage musically, and then he 


recounted his journeyings and hig tribu- 
lations in America, 

Was Engaged Only 

for Symphony Work. 

“The agreement was that I should con- 
duct only symphony concerts,”’ he said. 
“As that is very arguous work I made it 
a condition never to appear at what those 
people over there call exhibitions or private 
entertainments. If Ff had accepted guch 
engagements I should have made a fortune 
instead of losing one. 

“But I made an artistic success, and 
acted conscientiously, which is all I desired 
to do. 

“I took from Italy 150 of the best mu- 
siclans,. I ought to have known better. 
Salvini had said to me: 

“Don't believe those artists who praise 
America. True art and moneymaking are 
strangers there. The trouble is that the 
returning artists won’t always admit it. 
“As soon as I realized that it was true 
I sent the musicians home. 

“The less said about Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Washington and Boston the better. 


San Francisco Is 


the Only Place. 

“San Francisco was the soene of my 
real success. There—where all languages 
are spoken except English, perhaps; where 
all people are found except Americans, 
where no artistic deductions exist—I met 
enthusiasm. 

“To gather a haphazard orchestra in 
America is difficult. Good performers on 
instruments are scarce and can do better. 
“Gypsy orchestras are the rage and 
monopolize many musicians from the time 
the theaters close until morning. 

“When I go back to San Francisco next 
October I shall have a special orchestra 
and shall return with my baggage checked 
from San Francisco to Paris. Then I will 
have no trouble whatever.”’ 

“It makes me laugh to speak of Ameri- 
ca as a free country,’’ Mrs. Mascagni ad- 
ded. 

“I see nothing laughable. Americans 
blow their noses with their fingers and 
that is unpardonable.”

RONCHOMONSK| 
FAKED THE TIARA 


Russian Claims That He 
Made the Now Famous 


Jewel. 


Bpecial Cable to the Post-Dispatch.

PARIS, April 11.—The most mysterious, 
most sught-after person in Paris during 
this week has been one Ronchomonski, a 
Russian from Odessa, who is reputed to be 
the fabricator of the famous tiara of BSal- 
tarparnes. 

Although he speaks only a pecullar Rus- 
Sian dialect, great pains have. been taken 
by Clermont Ganneau, who is in charge of 
the investigation into the charge that the 
tiara is a “‘fake’’ to keep him away from 
newspaper men until he (Ganneau) is 
ready to make his own report. 
Ronchomonski was finally traced to a 
hotel near the Favuburg Montmatre, where 
he was registered under a false name. 
Through an interpreter he said he had 
been sworn to maintain silence pending the 
inquiry, adding that he has no doubt that 
it is the tiara he made, though it had not 
yet been shown to him. Mr. Ganneau is 
skeptical, and has made him send home for 
his tools In order to produce a «amilar 
work under surveillance. The books which 
Ronchmonski says contain the illustrations 
he used in making many of the designs on 
the tiara are also being sought for. 

The Journal Novelles of Odessa says 
that Prof. Stern of the new university of 
Russia reported to the congress of Riga 
in 1896 that the tiara was a counterfeit, 
but it was only learned itn May, 1897, that 
Ronchomonski was the fabricator. Then 
the fact was communicated to an art 
publisher in Berlin and a discussion fol- 
lowed with Reinach, who maintained that 
the tiara was genuine. 

Ronochomonski admitted in 1901 that he 
made it, and Prof. Stern, learning of it, 
telegraphed to the Louvre. Prof. Stern 
says such work is common in Southern 
Russia, and that within a short time 
$2,000,000 worth of spurious art objects have 
been made there... 

The agitation over the tiara is excit- 
ing doubts everywhere. <A private col- 
lector has just found through an examin- 
ing magistrate that a Dresden china clock 
bearing the arms of Poland which cost 
him $16,000 is actually worth only $0.

Several of the Velasquez paintings at the 
Louvre have been pronounced copies by 
no less an authority than a well known 
French painter, who will be a member 
of the jury for the salon of 190.

The report of the St. Louls Board of 
Equalization, completed at the closing sés- 
sion yesterday afternoon, shows an increase 
Of $26,393,260 over the assessment for 1902. 
Of this increase $5,849,000 is on gas and elec- 
tric franchises. 

The total assessment of all St. Louls 
property for 1908 is expected to exceed $436,- 
000,000. The total returned by the St. Louis 
Board of* Equalization for this year its $405,- 
819,150, to which is to be added the valua- 
tions of the state board as returned for last 
year, making a total of $483,838,535. The 
state board returns for last year are ‘ex- 
pected to be increased by at least $2,000,000. 

The total assessment for 1876, the year 


+-previous to the enforcement of the charter 


scheme of assesements, was $156,441,110. 
The members of the board were Assessor 


n 
John J. O’Brien, ex-officio president; James 


M. Carpenter, real estate agent and cap- 
italist; F. N. Judson, attorney and expert 
on revenue law; Malcom Macbeth, real es- 
tate agent, and Frederick C. Bonsack, con- 
tractor and builder. 

The board held daily sessions for four 
week and heard 51 appeals, 43 against es- 
tates in course of administration and 8 
against the assessment of quasi-public 
franchises. 


Amendments to 

Two Laws Urged. 

Resolutions were passed by the board 
recommending a new system of taxation 
of moneys held by trustees and adminis- 
trators, because the difficulty of getting 
accurate figures of like property not in the 
hands of the court causes discrimination 
against widows and other deserving per- 
sons from whom statements are secured; 
recommending an adjustment of valua- 
tions between St. Louis and the rest of 
the state, as St. Louis property is as-

NEW YORK, April 11.—Haunted by 
the memories of that awful morning in

000. The bills for the eleemosynary and 
penal institutions and the bills for the ed- 
ucational institutions, which were signed 
by the governor today, carry a total ap- 
propriation of $2,210,781.01, of which $1,- 
064,000 is for the former institutions and 
$1,126,761.32 for the educational institutions. 


Hon. Frank P, Yenawine, state fish com-

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 11.—Westward 
the course of the apple empire takes its 
Way. Missouri now leads where yester- 
day the scepter was held by New York. 
The apple crop of Missouri for 1903 will be 
at ordinary prices $20,000,000. The wheat 
Crop sells in average years at $12,000,000. 
If the apple crop now yields what is now 
estimated by N. F. Murry of Holt County 
end other officers of the State Horticul- 
tural Bociety, it will almost double the 
wheat crop in value. There are 20,000,000 
appletrees in the state and a dollar a 
tree is the estimated yield. 

Missouri three years ago, ranked fifth 
in apple orchards among the states. 
Twenty million trees—five trees for every 
man, woman and child in the state are 
mow growing in Missouri, 3,000,000 more 
than In any other state and twice as many 
as ten years ago. L. A. Goodman, secre- 
tary of the Missouri Horticultural Society, 
Says that, despite the great acreage, only 
one-tenth of Missouri's available orchard 
lands have yet been planted. Apple grow- 
ing, according to Mr. Goodman, is the 
most profitable class of horticultural pur- 
suit in Missourl.

AGAINST YOUNG MAN

He Was Infatuated With a Woman 
and the Police Theory Is That He 
Quarreled With His Father 
Concerning Money to 
Give Her. 


ela} to the Post-Dispatch. 
“PHORIA. ll., April 11.—William Porter, 
aged 20, is in jail here charged with mur- 
dering his father, John Porter, the janitor, 
whose dead body was found in the base- 
ment of the High School building a week 


ago. 
The police have little proof to subsgan- 
tiate the charge, and both the mother and 
brother of the boy say he was in bed at 
the time the murder must have been com- 


mitted. 

It has been discovered that William Por- 
ter had become infatuated with Lena Jack- 
son, and that a gfeat deal of his time and 
money was expended while in company 
with the girl. He had been out of em- 
ployment for some time, the last position 
he held being in the employ of Eliot Cal- 
lender in work about the latter’s residence. 
Since the first part of January he hgd been, 
assisting his father in the janitor work 
about the school building. 

About two weeks ago, it is tndught, that 
his father first learried cf his connection 
with the Jackson woman. The boy had 
asked his father for a gertain sum of 
money, and a quarrel ensued, during which, 
it is said, blows were exchanged, and the 
father notified his son that he must either 
quit the woman's company or leave his 
home. 


Promised to Give 

Her Some Money. 

The police learned that young. Porter 
had an engagement with the woman on 
the. night of the murder, that he had 
promised to bring some money. slec de- 
elares, however, that he failed to heep 
his engagement and that she did not see 
him until about 3 o’clock in the morning, 


when he awakened her and told her that 
his father was dead. 

Theverdict of the coroner’s jury was 
that the deceased ‘‘came to his death be- 
tween the hours of 10:4 o'clock p. m., 
April 2, and 12:30 o’clock a. m., April 3. 
in the boi! er room in the basement of the 
High School, situated on the corner of 
Monroe and Fayette streets from two gun- 
shot wounds in the left breast in the re- 
gion of the heart by some person unknown 
to the jury, and the jury further finds 
that the said gunshot wounds were not il- 
flicted by himself, and that the killing of 
the said John Porter was murder.’ 

The accused took the stand himself and 
on all points, except his movements im- 
mediately after the discovery of the body, 
he told what was apparently a straightfor- 
ward story which corroborated in the min- 
utest detail that told by his mother and 
brother. 

According to his story he was suffering 
from a severe headache Thursday after- 
noon and,shortly after dinner told his 
fi:ther that he would be unable to assist 
him in the work that afternoon and 
evening. He then retired to his room and 
lay down on the bed with his clothes on. 
He did not eat any supper that night 
but read some magazines, removcd his 
me about 11 o'clock and retired for the 
night. 


He was awakened shortly beforo 1 
o'clock by hearin 


g his mother crying, 
and throwing on his 


clothes he ran down 
stairs. She informed him that his fa- 
ther was dead, and he immediately ran 
to the school building. He described the 
position of the body and said that his 
mother requested him to notify his sis- 
ter, who resides on the bluff. 


Met a Girl 

on the Street. 

He saddled his pony and rode to his 
sister’s house, where he notified her of 
his father’s death, and then started to 
his uncle, who resides om Windom street. 
He had not been to the house very often 
and was unable_to find it, so he turned 
and rode down Main street to the Peoria 
Livery Co.’s barn. Here he met the night 
man and told him that his father had 
just died ef a hemorrhage. 
He then wept to Fulton street to find 


a friend of his and tell him of his fa- 
ther’s death. On his way he accidentally 
met a girl and said to her, “My father 
is dead and 1 am not coming to see you 
any more. I am going to stay at home 
and take care of my mother and sisters.” 

Mrs. Porter stated that William was 
in bed before his father left the house 
{that night, and was in bed when she re- 
turned to the house peter she had dis- 
covered the ges 4 Sie was positive in 
her statement that he could not have 
left the house without her knowledge. 
She declared that the relations between 
William and his father had always been 
of the most pleasant nature. 

Andrew Porter testified that he had re- 
turned home at 11 o’clock on the night 
of April 2. When he went to his room 
William was in bed and had been readin 
some magazines. They undressed and 
went to bed and were awakened by 
hearing their mother scream. He ran 
downstairs and was told that the father 
was deac. 

Mrs. Porter said that there had been a 
revolver in the house three or four years 
agm but that she had not seen it for 
some time. The police are baffled so 
far in their efforts to obtain any authen- 
tic clew with the exception of the sus- 
picious circumstances which surround the 
movements of young Porter.

DIX, Ill, April 11.—William Gruar, who 


thinks he is the oldest man in southern 
Illinois, believes he is 112 years old. Not 
having positive proof of this he has set 


the year of his birth as 1799, at which time 
he hae absolute proof that he was on earth. 
This makes him at least 104 years old. 

Mr. Gruar is a native of Tennessee, and 
as a school boy made quite a reputation 
a@ a pugilist, but was not given to study. 
He was married 75 years ago and he and 
his wife lived together 66 years. He made 
his first entrance into public life 60 years 
ago, when he oe quae trustee of the 
school in his district. 

After he gained an insight into this part 
of the public business he gave much of his 
time to the economical cornduct of the 
schools until his hearing wus affected by 
sickness a few vears ago. 

After Mr. Gruar retired from official con- 
nection with the township board he con- 
tinued to give his personal attention to edu- 
cational work and attended all meetings of 
the board. He was the “watch dog"’ of the 
township treasury. His was no blind, ig- 
norant system of objecting, but he kept 
posted on educatiOnal work and while in- 
sisting on economy, he also insisted upon 
the adoption of such innovations as could 
be consistently used in the country school 
system. : , 


Has a Good 

Ho!d on Life. 

‘U'nele Billy,’’ as his many friends call 
him, has still a strong grip on life. He is

They did so, and he was car- 
ried home insensible and was sick for some 
time from the effects of the mountain 
whisky. The second time he attended 
school several months and was then taken 
with measles. It was no light attack, nor 
was it properly handled, and he was left 
without any sense,” as the old man ex- 
presses it.

His title to this 
lands rests in his government patent signed 
by Andrew Jackson, president of the Unit- 
ed States. 

His present residence is a combination 
log and frame house.

The first two were 
oli-fashioned. log houses and they have 
rotted away. 

Mr. Gruar has been a member of the 
regular Baptist Church for 65 years. He was 
for many years a member of the I. O. O. 
F. fraternity, but allowed his membership 
to expire.

Easter is called the queen of festivals. It is observed through- 
eut Christendom in commemoration of the resurrection of the 
crucified Jesus, but umong most races a corresponding festival 
celebrates the opening of spring, the resurrection of life in na- 
ture. 

Among the primitive Christians we find no traces of this fes- 
tival. Its institution was of later date. One writer observes: 
“The sanctity of special times or places was an {dea quite alien 
from the early Christian mind; too profoundly absorbed in the 
events themselves to think of their external aceidents.” St. 
‘Chrysostom wrote: “The whole of time is a festival unto Chris- 
tians.”” Origen thought every day an Easter. Socrates, a church 
historian, said: ““The apostles had no thought of appointing fes- 
“tival days, but of promoting a life of blamelessness and plety.” 
It seems to be an instinct of the human heart to seize special 
‘ seasons or days and invest them with a special significance. In 
the case of Easter the appropriateness of the celebration is man- 
- #fest. Christian and heathen have the same thought of the newly

They are prophets 
of woe, and like the forecasters who are 
forever telling us that the world is ripe 
for burning, they see panic aground the 
corner and revolution on the next block 
but one, 

Tom Johnson is a g00d mixer. Sam 
Jones is so full of the Golden Rule, that it 
is said he lets practical reform alone. 
The thugs and toughs have it all their own 
way. As for Tom Johnson, his brand of 
reform seems limited to 2-cent street car 
fares, which are desirable, but don’t 
seare the boodle element from which: the 
country is suffering. 

Why can’t we develop a brand of Butler 
reformer, -Fontana reformer, live-in-the 
slums-know-all- abowt- Saloons- ward-boss- 
frec-lunch-big-beer-Indian reformer, who 
can wheedle the regular bad uns into be- 
coming good, without tumbling too low in 
‘the ditch himself? One who “knows all 
about it,’’ and like the women we love to 
contemplate is ‘‘a creature not too wise or 
good for human nature’s daily food,’ 
rather than a silk stocking, blue stock- 
ing or puritan?

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HE only wild spot left in the United States is what some people call 
that part of Wyoming in. which President Roosevelt is spend- 
ing his present vacation.

The Yellowstone Park is the only place 
in the West where big game is now and 
has been for many years exempt from‘ the 
guns of the hunter.

great many bear and mountain sheep, 

d every other species of Western wild 
game. The bears are so bold and numer 
ous that every day from ten to fifty of 
them appear behind ‘the park hotels and 
lick the cans thrown out from ‘the kitchen. 
Oftentimes one of them will. become s0 
ugly that the soldiers in the park are 
compelled to shoot.it. These soldiers have 
a barracks in the park, and it Is there the 
President will ‘be. entertained .

’ the painters and the public are showing 
great interest in the event. 

As a prominent exhibitor has stated, it is 
the gbject of this year’s exhibit to show 
the people of St.’ Louis that this city has 
first-class artists and that it is not neces- 
sary to send abroad or to New York when 
good work is desired. This exhibitor is 
strongly of the opinion that there is every 
whit as much inspiration in the farms and 
fields of St. Louis. County, the forms and 
faces of St. Louls people, the street and 

’ river scenes of this section, as in the much- 
copied landscapes and much-painted peo- 
, ples of Switzerland, Italy and other con- 
 tinental countries. The St. Louis public, in 
late years, appears to have been won over 
to his way of thinking, for this old mid- 
western town is now the home of several 
artists whose work is widely celebrated 
and who car command their own prices 
‘Yor portraits and landscapes. |} 

There will be in the exhibit this year 
_@pecimens of the work of about a score 
of St. Louis artists of most excellent _re- 
pute, who have no occasion to occupy rear 
seats in any assemblage of wielders of the 
brush. The exhibit will be, in a larger 
gense than ever heretofore, a dignified ap- 
peal for home recognition of home ability. 
Talent that shows performance of a con- 
spicuous and insistent sort will be repre- 
sented on the walls of the rooms devoted 
to the exhibit. 

Slowly but surely there has been grow~ 
ing up in recent years in St. Louis, a 
| school of artists whose work evinces in- 
born ability, highly developed by train- 
ing and application. In former years it 
was the rule, rather than the exception, 
for a St. Louis artist to settle in New 
York after a course of Parisian study. 

Nowadays, the St. Louisian finds a bet- 
ter incentive to return home after the 
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Louvre and the Luxembourg days and to 
devote his endeavors to the building of a 
reputation where he grew up. Commerce 
has walked hand in hand with art to fur- 
ther this desirable end. Many St. Louis- 
ans have grown rich; the wealthy ones 
dwell in palatial homes in the city where 
they have achieved. riches, and their 
houses, built by architectural] artists, must 
be adorned with artistic paintings. Some 
pictures in St. Louis homes are from the 
hands of European artists; many others 
are by St. Louisans, and the home artists 
are gratified at the increasing demand 
for their work. 

St. Lotiis portrait painters receive to- 
day probably twice as much for their work 
as they were wont to receive five years 
ago. This is not: proof that their work is 
twice as good as it was,’ but that the 
recognition of local ability has been mul- 
tiplied by two. Such signs are earnests 
of a future for St. Louis art which en- 
courages the painters to stay’ at home. 

In landscape work. it is noticeable that 
local scenes are becoming more popular 
than of old. Persons who buy pictures 
like @ canvas with local color just as the 
readers of novels delight in finding a book 
based upon a local theme. 

“The Crisis" is highly popular in St. 
Louis. So also are the Mississippi river 
pictures produced by Frederick O. Syl- 
vester. One of these shéws a scene famil- 
iar to all who know anything about the 
Levee in St. Touls. One sees -here the 
long slope down to the riverside. from 
the row of nondescript buildings that mark 
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the beginning of the populous city. Here 
is the line of wharfboats moored to the 
bank, stretching away in perspective, till 
the last one ‘is lost to view. The station- 
ary gangways or railed wooden bridges 
leading to the wharfboats are shown in 
all their artistic ugliness. 

Outside the moored and motionless tubs 
appear the big steamboats tied up or just 
coming in for a “landing.”” Smoke puffs 
from their .tall stacks; one knows that 
down in the bojler rooms grimy stokers 
are washing up for a brief respite ashore, 
and the chances are that a gang of ebon 
roustabouts, with sing-song motion, are 
“toting’’ bales of hay or sacks of coffee 
aboard or ashore, under the stern eye and 
subject to the ribald verbiage of that his- 
toric river tyrant, the second mate. Be- 
yond jis the river, the muddy, murky old 
river, the glorious, grand old river, with 
a steaming tug here and there, and far 
across the level sweep of water lies the 
low shore of Illinois. This picture is much 
more interesting to a St. Louisan or west- 
erner than a beach view at Bath or a 
copy of the Bay of Naples. 

Another view of the levee, from quige 
another viewpoint is amongst the canvases 
submitted for exhibition. This is by Gustav 
Wolff. In this picture the main featura 
is the broad, sloping levee itself. that 
paved slope between the house line and 
the water line, which is a place of such 
business and bustle that it is constantly 
changingeits aspect. 

Mr. Wolft has caught one of these busy 
moments on the levee, when men are car- 
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rying freight to and from the boafs,. pas- 
sengers for a steamboat voyage are 
thronging the slope, and down near the 
water’s edge that figure familiar to the 
close observer, the old beachcomber, is 
picking up bits of fuel cast ashore by the 
flood, 

Another of Mr. Wolff’s pictures submitted 
for exhibition has the river for subject. 
In this we see not the levee, but the ma- 
jestic stream itself, with a big ferryboat 
far down the river, and in the foreground 
two hardy tugs of the type familiar to this 
port. This is a picture of the workaday 
river; nothing of the holiday or pleasure 
aspect in it. ‘The Mississippi in its work- 
ing clothes,’’ this canvas might be termed. 

Cari Gustave Waldeck, the well-known 
portrait painter, has submitted amongst 
other canvases the picture of an eastern 
lady, recently finished, which for the pur- 
poses of this exhibition he calls ‘“‘The Lady 
in Gray.” This is a likeness in which the 
toning is wonderful. The subject, garbed 
in a tailor-made gown of gray material, 
with hat and gloves to match, stands forth 
from the canvas a subdued, dignified fig- 
ure, with a facial expression quite in keep- 
ing with the Quaker-like hue of her garb. 

To put into this lady's face just enough 
coloring, and not too much, for harmony 
with the general tone of the picture, and 
yet to avoid any suggestion of sombre- 
ness.in the expression, was a matter re- 
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quiring a delicate touch. Mr. Waldeck suc- 
ceeded. This portrait has been greatly ad- 
mired by all who have seen it. Mr. Ernest 
Thompson Seton, who studied painting in 
Paris with Mr. Waldeck a few years ago, 
dropped into the St. Louisan‘s studio in 
the Y. M. C. A. buildjng when he was in 
town the latter part of March and went 
into raptures over ‘The Lady in Gray.” 
Seton looked long and earnestly at the 
painting, from different points of view, 
and said: ‘‘That’s the best thing you’ve 
got here, Waldeck.”’ 

Mr. Waldeck is one ‘of the prominent 
artists who believe that St. Louis offers 
inducements to painters. He is a native 
Migsourian, though not born in 8t. Louls. 
A year or so ago he was about making ar- 
tangements to go to New York, but it 
huppened that so many orders for portraits 
of St. Louis people poured into his studio 
that he was compelled to give up his re- 
moval project, and now it is said that he 
has practically abandoned the idea of go- 
ing to Gotham. 

Edgar J. Bissell of the St Louls School 
of Fine Arts has submitted several new 
canvases. One of his recent works shows 
admirably the dreamy languor of delight 
induced by t music of the guitar on a 
day when aly nature is attuned to loveli- 
ness. There is in the picture a suggestion 
ef the ancient Greek idealization, though 
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the figures. and the house-nook may. be 
quite modern. 

Two entire rooms in the Museum of Fine 
Arts, it is understood, are to be devoted 
to the exhibition of new works. Local ar- 
tists have been very active the past year, 
and it is anticipated that the collection of

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| HAVE POULTRY CITY 


| T. LOUIS negroes are much interested 
dm the plans of the Prairie State Co- 
Operative Poultry Co., organized in 
Chicago, which has for its purpose the 
founding of a town in Illinois, to be named 
Poultryville) where only colored families 
will live and poultry-raising will be the only 
industry. 

“The chicken coop,” said an influential St. 
Louis negro a few days 4g0, “contains the 
secret of the solution of the race problem. 
If we cafi just get enough of our citizens 
to g6 over and settle in Poultryville and 
raise chickens for their own tables and for 
the market, the Whitechapel district of Bt. 
Louis will be regenerated without waiting 
for the plans of Rev. Mr. Stewart, the col- 
ored missionary, to mature. Htrrah for 
Poultryville!”’ 

Henry C. Conley of Chicago is president 

| of the co-operative association, and in that 
; capacity he is looking for a suitable tract of 
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upon which it is proposed to establish the 
town and set up the poultry coops. The 
theory of Mr. Conley is said to be that it is 
more profitable to raise hens from the eggs 
than from the roost. 

“Don’t throw away your money in saloons 
and bad places and then go out and steal 
chickens to get more money,” spoke Pres!- 
dent Conley, while explaining the project. 
“Come with us, invest ycur money, help us 
raise chickens and this race problem won't 
last as long as John stayed in the army.” 

The colored citizens, in fact, are planning 
a monopoly of the chicken-raising business. 
They want to colonize one or two hundred 
' families in a pleasant place somewhere in 

Illinois and there the chickens and ducks 
will be as the sands of the seas. There will 
be chickens everywhere—chickens to eat, 
chickens to sell, and all of them doing their 
little bit to wipe out racial difficulties. 

The plans are far-reaching and compre- 
hensive in their scope. The colony will de- 
pend dnly on itself. The poultry raisers 
will raise, too, all their foodstuffs, but 
®he all important thing is the chicken bus- 
iness The incubators will have a capacity 
of 50,000 eggs. There will be little ponds 
for the ducklings, big ponds for the big 
ducks, and the henrery will be a thing of 
loveliness and crowded so full of _ the 
feathered creatures that no one need go 
chicen hungry. 

The little city which the colonists intend 
wuilding will be laid out by a colored land- 
scape gardener, the houses will be de- 
signed by colored architects and erected by 
colored workmen. They say themselves that 
the white man won't get his finger into 
the pie unless he has the wherewithal to 
pay for the plump pullets that grow in 
poultryville. 

White folks will not be allowed to have 
anything to do with the government of the 
municipality. There will be a public hall, 
a hotel, a church, a drug store, one phy- 
siclan and two lawyers, according to the 
present plans. The whole scheme is de- 
signed to give the white man a practical 
demonstration of the colored man’s ability 
to take care of -his own business and to 
exemplify his capacity for self-govern- 
ment. The full machinery of the city of 
Poultryville will be in their hands, and 
President Conley says he does not antici- 
pate having any trouble in finding able 
men to fill all the offices that will be cre- 
ated. | 

The prospective colonists are already 
talking politics, and President Conley has 
been suggested as the“most available can- 
didate for mayor. No candidates for the 
other offices have as yet appeared, and 
probably will not be heard of until the 
scheme is carried some further. 

The colored people are enthusiastie over 
the movement, and while the original plans 
provided for a colony of not more than 200 
families, it is now believed that many 
-times ‘that number will want to join in the 
movement. 

The promoters of the new municipaiity 
started out with the intention of raising 
only enough poultry to feed Chicago, but 
if the scheme grows as it now threatens to 
do the whole plan may be augmented, and 
St. Louis may receive its poultry supply 
from Poultryville, which will cause the 
great Missouri hen to. cackle jealously. 

The incubator is the foundation’ unon 
which Poultryville will be built, and it is 
expected that the revenue from the duck 
potids and chicken coops will make of the 
proposed settlement a prosperous and 
wealthy community. It is not designed to 
be extremely exclusive, but will be a haven 
for all the colored people who care to 
segregate themselves and join in the at- 
tempt at self-government.

Edson Brace Has Perfected 
an Erosive Dredgeboat—it 
Drags the River With a Big 


Harrow. 


DSON BRACE of 706 North Garrison 
'B avenue, St. Louis, is the inventor 
of an*erosive dredgeboat, which, he 
thinks will prove cheaper and more ef- 
fective in the work of deepening the Mis- 
sissippi river than the great. suction 
dredges recently bullt for this work. Mr. 
Brace’s device is shown in the illustration. 
He says of it: 

“This apparatus was designed primarily 
to make a navigable channel 10 feet deep 
and 200 feet wide throughout the low-water 
season’ between St. Louis and Cairo: But 
it is equally applicable to other streams or 
other stretches of this stream where sim- 
flar conditions prevail. 

“It operates by erosion. The erosion is 
effected by endless chains passing length- 
wise over and under a long float. The 
will be about four feet wide. Bach link 
will carry @ crossbar containing a number 
of short teeth. These teeth will scratch the 
river’s bed, The current wil] take up the 
soil thus loosened and @arry it away to 
deep water. On a shallow bar er shoal, 
where the water is always swift, the chan- 
nel will be made with great rapidity. 

“The float for ordinary river work sheuld 
be 700 feet long and at least 6 feet 
The supporting tubes should be of 
steel, three-sixteenths thick. There should 
be three tubes, the outer ones, say, seven 
feet in diameter, the center one eight 
This will give ample buoyancy and clear- 
ance on a draft of, say, four feet. :

It will be Impossible to keep from laugh- 
ing when vou first take this exercise, but 
laughter is good for the lungs, and when 
you feel a responsive glow all over your 
system you will forgive the passing feel- 
ing of childishners and perhaps chilliness.

Practice a few moments at 
a time, stopping the instant a sense of 
strain or dizziness comes over you.

‘low judicious practice. 

When practicing at home be sure that 
your rooms are large, airy and well-ventil- 
ated. Do not imagine that because 4 pro- 
fessional dancer can perform night after 
night tn the tmpure air of a theater, you 
are justified in being careless at home. You 
are doing this for your health, she for her 
living. 

Combine with the dancing exercise plenty 
of outdoor work, walking, driving and rid- 
irg.
